In this sense, it is to use the 
language of Prof. Virehow, less danger- 
ous than diphtheria. 

This expro^don implies no overconn- 
dence, ft lies within each individual's 
power «o assure his own personal safety 
almost beyond a porudventure. He 
has but to drink no water and milk ex- 
cept snch as have been thoroughly 
boiled, and to oat no food that lias not 
been thoroughly and freshly cooked; 
he will abstain from butter and cheese, 
and ho may then possess his soul in se- 
renity. Cholera will pass him by. Kver 
since the Moravia arrived in port, as 
the harbinger of the dreaded plague, 
state and local ofllcials have been strain- 
ing every nerve to prevent its gaining a 
foothold la this city, and being spread 
by various channel* to the country at 

"The health olllclals have been *t rict 
even to severity; but while all were 
looking seaward, and while prepara- 
tions were made to repel an advance 
from across the water, it has quietly 
made Its presence felt in our midst, and

He must see to it that none of 
them, not even the smallest child, sits 
down to his or her meal withottl Br*l 
washing their bunds with soup and 
cleaning the nails as well. 

It is through the mouth that the germ 
of the contagion is always comiuuni- 
oatrd. He la to teach the tenant* to 
burn all garbuge, vegetable refuse and 
Old bona! in the range when the lire 
is brisk, and let no offal be thrown in 
the street. No family must move out 
of the houso without a written permit. 

To that extent they are quarantined. 
Should new cuses developed in the house 
these are bis in struct ions. All dis- 
charges from bowels or vomit of sick 
persons to be received in vessels con- 
taining disinfecting fluid before empty- 
ing into the closet or privy. All soiled 
bedding, sheets, pillow cases, blankets, 
handkerchiefs or rags to be removed at 
once and put into a pail or tub, with 
disinfecting fluid boillug hot, and after- 
ward boiled for half an hour. No drink- 
ing vessels or other vessels used by 
patients be used without being thor- 
oughly cleansed by boiling soap 

The idea is to overwhelm uni 
out the disease in each house, as was 
done with the typhua upon its flrbt ap- 
pearance.

It Will Be Aimed at the Grasping 
Foreign Steamship Companies. 



Wasiiisotom, Sept 15.-At the state 
department it is stated that an impor- 
tant pi lumation will issue from that 

department soon. In other official 
quarters it is intimated that the docu- 
ment will bear upon the cholera ques- 
tion. Innsmuch as the proclamation or 
statement will issue from the state and 
not the treasury department, it may 
emanate from President Harrison. In- 
timations were officially made that the 
president ha<l in mind a proclamation 
Mrhieh would refuse a landing to all 
ships having on board cholera Infected 
immigrants, and would turn back to 
their ports of embar 
cargoes of human and 

It has been a *erious question iu mc 
minds of the president, the secretary of 
the treasury and other ofllcials, whether 
it would be either lawful or just to re- 
fuse a landing to American citizen* 
aimply because they sailed from port* 
infected with cholera or were passen- 
gers with those who were suffering 
from or had died with cholera. And 
yet there was another side to this point 
at issue. To refuse a landing to heal- 
thy immigrants simply because they 
sailed from infected ports or were with 
infected passengers, and at the same 
time admit to landing our own citizens 
who ware equally subjected to the dan- 
gers of infection, would not only be a 
violation of the spirit of harmonious 
International relations, but an insult 
to the countries from which the immi- 
grants come. 

It is reported that President Harrison 
has contended for some days that wo 
should treat our own citizens, under all 
circumstances, upon the same ground 
that we treat foreigners, and that we 
must turn back the entire shipload, hu- 
man-freight and all, and refuse quaran- 
tine accommodations or landing, that it 
yvasthe only effectual way to discipline 
the steamship companies which are daily 
disregarding their promises to ceaae im- 
migration traffic at infected ports till 
cholera has subsided. It is here be- 
lieved in ofticial circles that the presi- 
dent has framed his proclamation upon 
this subject and that "he will either issue 
it Wednesday afternoon or give the 
steamship companies another warning, 
which they can not mistake. 

There is no doubt that the president 
has determined to put an abrupt stop 
to immigration from Infected ports at 
all hazards, and if not by appeals to the 
humanity of the steamship compan- 
ies, then by the enforcement of extreme 
pewen *t the hand of the chief execu-

the Indian's dug-out; lakes upon which 
float shapely veasela of pattern so mod- 
ern that they almost seem uncouth in 
their intrusion upon nature's primeval 
landscape; sloops and cutters, schoon- 
ers and cat-boata, every kind of sailing 
craft, in short, that can be made to ca- 
ter to the yachter's Inaatiate desire for 
sport In yachting the United States 
takes first rank; her yachts and yacht- 
ers outnumber and outsail those of all 
other countries. Few among the "land- 
lubbers" of the country, and not many 
yachters, realize tho magnitude of this 
national pastime. Tho Qneen's Cup 
races gave tho sport a publicity which 
It never had before, but even these 
events did not bring to general public 
notice an adequate conception of the ex- 
tent of this interest. 

It is safe to estimate, writes F. W. 
Pang born In Century, that there la at 
least one yacht to every ten thousand 
people In tho land, and that an average 
yacht will carry at least ten persons. 
This means that there are at least sis 
thousand yacht owners in the country, 
and that sixty thousand people may 
participate In pleasure-sailing; a largo 
number, surely, to be devoted to a sport 
which Is necessarily confined to locali- 
ties near tho water, and which is an ex- 
oensive Dastlme. The public hears 
;lsof the Volunteer and 
l champions of the "big- 
bnt the real yachters of 
the land are the owners of small boats; 
in fact, tho big-boat owner generally 
keeps a small yacht in which to enjoy 
himself when he feels like being master 
of his own craft A few statistics will 
render this quite plain. 

Figures that are somewhat incom- 
plete show that there are over 800 or- 
ganized yacht clubs in the United 
States, which enroll nearly 4,000 yachts. 
Of these, less than one- thirteenth aro 
steam vessels, launches, etc., and not 
aaillng-boats at all. One-eleventh aro 
classed as large yachts, Including many 
steam and sail vessels, big schooners and 
sloops, all of more than forty feet war 
ter- lino measurement That is to say, 
of 4,000 recorded yachts, five-sixths are 
sailing vessels under 40 feet This 
ely that the majority of 
American yachts are small boats that 
are managed by theirowners. It is safe 
to assert that there are at least J.0O0 
more small yachts which arc not en- 
tered in clubs, and of which no exact 
record can be given. 

The 200 clubs report a membership of 
over 7,000 men, 4,000 of whom areyacht- 
ownera. Leaving out one-sixth of them 
as owners of large and very costly ves- 
sels ranging in value from (5,000 to 
perhaps (500,000 each, and assuming 
the average cost of the small yachts to 
be about 11,000, which Is a low figure, 
one finds that five-sixths of these 4,000. 
yachts represent an invested capital of 
over 13,300,000; a large sum when it is 
remembered that yachts never pay 
back anything in profit to thuir buyers, 
and that, like horses and carriagea, 
they eat up a good deal of money all 
the time The average dues, etc., of a 
yacht club are about $29 a year, not 
counting extras. This, paid in by 7,000 
members of clubs, shows a revenue of 
$175,000 per annum, which really repre- 
sents no part of the great cost of yacht- 
ing, for 'every yacht-owner has to pay 
hia own expenaea, and the elub duea 
are spent on shore. At a very low esti- 
mate the- owner of a amall yacht will 
spend $50 a month during the season of 
about five months. This means that 
small-yacht Bailors of the country 
spend at least $800,000 In a season. 
How much their yachting costs the 
owners of the big boats it would bo 1m- 
tMtaible to state: the sum is enormoua.

letter written by President Lit In to 

Carl Sehura. Major Hullissays "it ought 
to be published " I think s., myself 
The other day I briefly described Mr. 
Scburz. inasmuch as he has again come up 
out of the gloom of obscurity to write 
letters and make speeches for the Demo- 
crane party. Lincoln's estimate of Ihis 
pretentious reformer will be "mighty in 
tereiting reading" at this time, as Greeley 
was wont to put it.

"The purport of it is that we 
loat the late elections, and the adininis 
tration is failing because the war is tin 
successful, and that I must not flatter 
myself that 1 am not justly to blame for

"I certainly know, " continued Lincoln,

ing me. 1 understand you now to be 
willing to accept the health of men who 
ar* not Republicans, provided they have 
"heart in it."
